Year-Round Use Eyed for Camp Grayling

A public meeting about plans for upgrading 
Camp Grayling for year-round use will be held 
Wednesday, September 19, at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Grayling Middle School gymnasium. 

National Guard officers will present 
proposals for winterizing and improving 
facilities at Camp Grayling. The meeting was 
arranged by Congressman Don Albosta, who is 
urging county residents to attend. 

“Earlier this year, I met with the Comman- 
der of the National Guard, General Vernon An- 
drews, about the need to winterize Camp Gray- 
ling for year-round use,’’ Albosta said in a news- 


letter to 10th Congressional District residents. 
‘The National Guard is in the process of drawing 
the plans to winterize Camp Grayling. Congres- 
sional approval would be the next step,” said 
Albosta. 

“Winterizing Camp Grayling could, I 
believe, provide a major boost to the Crawford 
County economy. In addition, it would provide a 
valuable winter training site for the Army,” he 
said. 

“Before this project moves further ahead, I 
strongly. feel that Crawford County residents 
need to be fully briefed on the implications of the 
winterization of the Grayling facility and I, in 


turn, need your impressions of the National 
Guard proposals.”’ 

‘Come and express your feelings about the 
future of Camp Grayling,’’ Albosta encouraged 
residents. . 


Most of the training at Camp Grayling oc- 
curs in the summer. This year, approximately 
36,000 guards from Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Michigan used the camp from June 2 to Aug. 25. 

Albosta plans to attend the public meeting 
unless his U.S. House of Representative schedule 
prevents him from returning to Michigan that 
day.

Both New Middle School 
And Maintenance Proposal 
Likely on Dec. 18 Ballot

A special school election 
December 18 is likely to have 
two separate proposals on 
the ballot following action 
Monday night at the Craw- 
ford AuSable School Board 
of Education regular 
meeting. 

The board approved 
placing a proposal for a new 
middie school located in 
town before voters Decem- 
ber 18. The board also moved 
to certify petition signatures 
asking for one mill up to five 
years for maintenance and 
renovation at the Grayling 
Middle School. Superinten- 
dent Kent Reynolds said 
there are probably enough 
valid signatures to meet 
legal requirements so it ap- 
pears the proposal will be on 
the same December ballot as 
the new middle school 
proposal. 

Reynolds pointed out that 


if that happens, both propo- 
sals will stand on their own. 
School district residents will 
vote yes or no on each 
proposal — it will not he 
either/or Reynolds said. 

Both proposals could pass, 
both could fail, or one could 
pass with the other failing. If 
both should pass, Reynolds 
said it would be up to the 
school board to decide which 
one, if any, tolevy. 

The new middle school 
proposal asks for 3.86 mills 
for not more than 20 years 


to build a new middle school - 


at the football field site in 
town. The millage decreases 
through the years as the 
bonds are paid off. The cost 
of the new middle school is 
tabbed at $4,950,000. 

The maintenance millage 
proposal asks for not more 
than one mill for no more 
than five years to maintain 
and remodel the existing 


Grayling Middle School. It 
would raise a maximum of 
$800,000 in five years. 

Reynolds said he looks at 
having both proposals on the 
ballot at the same time in a 
positive way. 

“This will finally decide 
it,”” Reynolds said. ‘“‘T really 
believe one of the proposals 
will pass.” 

The board is expected to 
formally place the main- 
tenance - proposal on the 
December ballot at its Oc- 
tober meeting. 

The September meeting 
took place at the Grayling 
Middle School and the board 
and audience was taken on a 
tour of the building. Rey- 
nolds said many persons at- 
tending the meeting compli- 
mented the school board on 
the obvious improvement in 
maintenance and custodial 
work at the 68-year-old 
school.

Harold Mertes, a fair 
board member, was at the 
GRA meeting and will relay 
the offer to the fair board. 


The GRA also set ski 
membership rates in case 
the quarter mill proposal for 
Hanson Park on the Novem- 
ber ballot passes. Marty 
VanDeVen, GRA chairman, 
said it’s hard to plan for a ski 
season when the park vote 
might fail forcing the place 
to close. But he said if the 
millage passes and the ski 
hills are going to open this 
winter, some planning and 
work have to be started. 


Family memberships for 
county residents or tax- 
payers were reduced from 
$200 last year to $100. The 
family memberships — in-

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Family memberships for 
non-residents are $200. 

Single memberships for 
county residents or tax- 
payers are $45, Non-resident 
single memberships are $90.

BEAR WITH ME, if you please, for just 
one more message about my recent trip, 
deep into the heart of Texas. 

I’ve written earlier about the Republican 
National Convention, which attracted us to 
Texas. But what about Dallas — the city and 
the area, I mean. 

Well, Dallas -- it seems to me — is as 
much a state of mind as it is a geographic 
location. Of course, much of Texas is that 
way, so the story goes. 

But Dallas, to most of us northerners, 
epitomizes Texas. And well it might. 

IT’S A BUSTLING, energetic, prosperous, 
growing, proud, clean, modern metropolis. 
There are about 900,000 people in Dallas, 
and about 1.2 million if you include the im- 
mediate area. 

The unemployment rate is only 3.5 per- 
cent, one tourist guide told us, insisting that 
anyone who wants to work can get a job. Oil 
is important to Dallas, but so are finance 


and transportation and wholesaling; it’s a — 


regional center. Dallas is rich — average 


' home price near $100,000, the same tour 


guide said. But there’s a poor side, too, 
where blacks and Latinos live and which the 
tours skip. 

An amazing note is that only 20 percent of 
those living in Dallas now were there just 20 
years ago when John F. Kennedy was mur- 
dered on Dallas streets. That’s an indication 
of the growth and mobility of the area.

THE MICHIGAN delegation at the con- 


' yention was not housed actually in Dallas; 


we were at a Marriott Hotel, one of four 
Marriotts in the Dallas area, but in the 
suburban city of Addison, north of Dallas 
about 20 miles. Incidentally, if you think 
four Marriott Hotels is saturation, consider 
that there are 32 Holiday Inns in the Dallas 
area. 

The area where we stayed also contains 
several shopping malls, including a four- 
floor Galleria Mall, complete with ice 
skating rink in the middle; stores such as 
the fabled Nieman-Marcus, Saks Fifth 
Avenue, Lord and Taylors, Sackowitz, Tif- 
fany’s and many more; a shiny Westin 
Hotel, tall and mirrored; many other hotels, 
office buildings, financial centers, neighbor- 
hood restaurants and shops. 

And none of it was there only four years 
ago; in 1980, it was all flat, bare, pasture- 
type land. You would never know it now.

DRIVING INTO Dallas is like following 
the Yellow Brick Road into the wonderful 
City of Oz, seeking the fictional Wizard. The 
buildings downtown are tall, and most of 
them make extensive use of reflecting glass. 
They’re all shapes and sizes, too. 

The Hyatt Regency Hotel, for example, is 
a conglomerate of round and square shapes, 
no two exactly alike, and all with mirrored 
surfaces — even the parking garage. 

The Wyndham Motel is another mirrored 
skyscraper, but its mirrors are gold-toned, 
and its tall shape is cylindrical, something 
like a gigantic deodorant stick. 


‘The State Department of Management 
and Budget figures estimate the general 
fund budget will have a surplus of $271.7 
million at the end of the fiscal year — Sep- 
tember 30. 

The director of the Senate Fiscal Agency 
gaid that the new estimate is an increase for 
the year-end surplus of nearly $50 million, 
which reflects higher revenues than earlier 
estimated.

Ferris said he expected the state would 
increase its revenue estimates again before 
the end of the fiscal year. 

In the financial report, the department 
reported the $5,615 million tax revenue 
estimate is an actual decrease of $11.3 
million which reflect the accelerated in- 
come tax rollback that began September 1. 

_Under the roliback, the state’s income tax 
rate dropped from 6.1 percent to 5.35 per-

For the convention, the people of Dallas 
were on their best behavior -- maybe 


they’re always like that. The natives are 


proud of Texas, and let you know, friendly 
like, when you run into them in a restaurant 
or lounge or store. 

The service personnel, who come in con- 
tact with tourist-delegates, were almost 
uniformly pleasant and helpful. The cap- 
stone for me came from a bus driver, who as 


we alit at our hotel after a long day, smiled. 


and told us: ‘‘Have a good time, now. We’re 
very happy you came to Dallas.”’ Now that’s 
pleasant. 

* * * 

DALLAS IS FLAT. And when we were 
there, it was hot — up to 110 on one day, over 
100 on several days, never under 90 during 
the daytime. That’s not unusual, the natives 
will admit when you press them. 

When you get right down to it, there’s 
really not much for a visitor to do in Dallas. 
We attended the convention each day; with- 
out that, our visit would have been as flat as 
the terrain. 

One day, we took one of those city tours; 
we were picked up at our hotel 20 miles out 
of downtown Dallas at about 8:30 a.m., 
made two stops at attractions (a city park 
and the Kennedy death site), and were all 
done with the city tour and back at our hotel 
by 11:45a.m. 

The two most popular tourist attractions 
in Dallas are the Kennedy site and South 
Fork Ranch, where the TV show ‘“‘Dallas” is 
partly shot: As a matter of fact, the TV 
“Dallas” is probably the biggest tourist at- 
traction in the real Dallas right now. The 
guides and bus drivers and taxi drivers 
delight in pointing out where various land- 
marks of the TV show are in real life. 

* * * 

ONE OF THE TOURIST highlights for me 
was an evening at Billy Bob’s huge beer 
garden — billed as the largest honky tonk in 
the world. It may be. Actually it’s not in 
Dallas, but in Fort Worth, about 35 miles 
from Dallas. It’s worth the trip — if you like 
that sort of thing. 

Billy Bob’s draws name entertainers, 
such as Wayne Newton and the Gatlin 
Brothers, and has something like 42 beer 
dispensing stations, all under one roof. 
There’s a large dance floor, souvenir shops, 
a variety of eating spots — and a rodeo ring 
featuring live steer riding twice a night. 
Now that’s different. 

Billy Bob’s is close by the Fort Worth 
stockyards, and is supposed to be an out- 
growth of the range and cowboy days. There 
used to be mechanical bulls for the local 
cowboys to ride, but these fake bulls were 
pulled out when the insurance claims for 
whiplash and other ailments started to pile 
up. 

* * * 

AT ANY RATE, Dallas is a fascinating 
place to visit, as long as you have something 
else to do there. As for me, a visit every 
eight or 10 years would be plenty often 
enough. 

I wouldn’t want to live there — but I 
wouldn’t mind having a business in Dallas.

State Ending Year With. 
$271 Million Budget Surplus

back will cost the state some $46 million. 

The total estimated general-fund income 
tax revenue for 1983-84 was down by a total 
of $56 million, which includes the $46 million 
decline from the accelerated rollback and 
another $10 million because of lower than 
anticipated annual payments. 

However, sales tax collections through 


July were 14.7 percent over collections in 


July, 1983. That increase, according to the 
report, was the smallest increase since 
January. 

For the year, sales tax collections are 
running 15.2 percent higher than for the 
same period in 1982-83, according to the 
report. 

The estimate for total fiscal year sales tax 
collection has been increased by $24 million 
to $1,913 million. The total sales tax increase 
allocated to the general fund was $11.7 
million. 

The report also said the single business 
tax estimate for 1983-84 was increased by 
$33 million to $1,062.5 million. 

On an accrual basis, SBT collections were 
$2.2 percent higher than collections for the 
same time in 1982-83. 

Additionally, Ferris estimated that the .25 
percent income tax-surcharge collected to 
retire the state’s cash deficit will come off in 
either January or February, 1986. 

He said his agency figures estimate it 
could come off in January, 1986, but the 
figures included in the August financial 
report would delay that surcharge removal 
until a month later.

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coach Bill Klinger said. “We 
had the receiver covered but 
we went for the interception.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Many changes in our life- 
styles have taken place dur- 
ing this, the 20th Century. 
Needless to say, our methods 
of travel, health care, and 
ways of constructing build- 
ings have changed drasti- 
cally, 

Today glue plays an im- 
portant part in fabricating 
the many articles we take 
for granted in our daily lives. 
At one time, if you wanted to 
fasten two pieces of wood 
together, you had a choice of 
using wooden trenails or 
very scarce iron nails and/or 
screws. 

In the artifacts we have 
are some old square nails 
which I was trying to date. 
Before 1800, nails were made 
by hand from a small square 
iron rod which was tapered 
to a point. After it was cut to 
the desired length, the head 
was formed with two to four 
well-placed hammer blows. 
After 1800, nails were cut 
from a sheet of iron and were 
tapered on one side only, The 
head was still formed by 
hand, but this changed about 
1825 when machines not only 
cut the nails but formed the 
head as well. 

Screws have undergone as 
much change over the years. 
During the 1700’s and up un- 
til about 1840, screws were 
not tapered in the threaded 
portion and only slightly in 
the head portion. Screws 
were not pointed until after 
1846 and if you look carefully 
at really old screws, the 
threads were sometimes 
filed by hand and the slots in 
the heads were also cut by 
hand. 

Incidentally, the nails I 
was trying to date were not 


. that old since they were 


machine made.
